Macleod, Alberta.—A_ project to 
secure irrigation for the district ly- 
ing between the Watertown and 


is under consideration. The proposal 
is to take the water from Belly river 
to the southwest tip of the Blood Re- 
serve, and by carrying it north parts 
of four townships can be watered, 
some 30,000 acrgs in all, it is. thought. 
No surveys have yet been made. 
When farmers interested held a con- 
ference with Commissioner Peters of 
the irrigation branch, they were told 
he had no appropriation for the work. 
They inquired’as to the cost, and it is 
possible that if the government docs 
not take up this work the farmers 
themselves will engage an engineer to], 
make the necessary surveys. Not on- 
ly are the farmers determined to se- 
cure surveys without delay, but they 
have signed the necessary petitions 
for the formation of the district into 
an irrigation district under the AI- 
berta Irrigation District -Act, and 
these petitions lave been laid before 
the government. If the surveys are 
;completed this year, the district may 
next spring be in a position to pro- 
ceed with the awarding of the con- 
tracts for the ditches. Much of tlie 
{land to be served by this new project 
is owned by the Mormon church.

Pasture For Bon 
Reduces Cost of Pork 


High prices for farm produce do 
not always mean large profits. Coxzt 
of production plays a very important 
part in determining the net profit a 
farmer makes on wuat he,has to sell. 
This is a matter that should receive 
more attention than is being given o 
it. Manufacturers of articles that the 
farmer has to buy study he question 
of cost production very carefully. The 
farmer is a manufacturer of the 
things the other fellow has to buy, 
and while he does little in the way of 
setting the prices for his products, he 
sould and should do more ttowards 
lessentng production cost. - 

Take, as an example, the produc- 
tion of pork. Economical production 
of pork depends largely upon the con- 
sumption of cheaply grown feed. In 
the ‘summer time the hogs should be 
put on pasture. The pasture should 
be so managed that the forage. pro- 
duced will be clean, tender, and pal- 
atable. The idea that anything, no 
matter how dirty, is good enouggh for 
hog feed is erroneous. While the hog 
will eat some dirty food, he will eat]: 
more and thrive better if he is given 
clean ‘food and clean water, Such crops 
as alfalfa, clover, ‘rape or peas and oats 
make good hog pasture, The pas- 
ture should not be overgrazed: It is 
best to divide the pasture into two or 
three equal areas and allow the hogs. 
to remain in each a week or ten days. 
This woll allow ‘the first pastured 


areas. to recuperate before tthe hogs 
are turned into it again.\

Dutch Resent Note 


Paris.—The council of five re- 
ceived a reply from Holland tn 
answer to the council’s note re- 
garding the reported escape 
from the Island of Weirengen 
of the former German crown 
prince.

Fires Caused By Lightning 


Warning of Approaching Electric 
Storms By High Wires 

How to prevent loss from forest 
fires started from lightning is the pro- 
blem being worked out by the ‘For- 
est Service of Oregon, U.S.A. In the 
last twelve years there has been a 
loss of $5,000,000 in Oregon and 
Washington from forest fires, of 
which 45 per cent. were of lightning 
origin. | Sixty per cent. of the loss 
was caused by lightning fires. In 
New Mexico 65 per cent. of the fires 
are of lightning origin, while 35 per 
cent. of the trees are killed by direct 
hits before they reach maturity. One 
of the methods proposed is to secure 
warning of approaching electric 
storms by high wires .and other ap- 
paratus. On the first warning, patrol 
men can be got ready to fight the 
expected fires.
